Show Low Rate 
In Hi School 


Submitted this week to Principal C. 
A. Moore of Albany High School, a 
report from the Alameda County 
Tuberculosis Association showed sor 
students, or 58 per cent of the school 
enrollment were subjected to tuber- 
culin reaction tests last month. 

According to the report, it was 
found that only 12 per cent of stu- 
dents tested showed reaction, which is 
said to be far below the average for 
California. high schools, 

However, it was stated in the re- 
port that a positive tuberculin test 
does not necessarily indicate tuber- 
culosis, E. P .Von Allen of the Asso- 
ciation stated that of the times the 
body has been invaded by tuberculin 
bacilli, with a allergic reaction to fio 
gest resulting.
